ME.  CHAIRKiAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEIOT, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  health 
of  the  Elstree  Rural  District  for  the  year  of  196?  ■> 

I am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  general  health  of 
the  area  remains  good.  The  crude  death  rate  fell  from  11.8  to 
10.9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  in  196?  as  compared 
with  1966.  The  comparable  death  rate,  which  is  corrected  to 
allow  for  the  population  structure  of  the  area  as  compared  v/ith 
the  rest  of  the  country  was  10.4  compared  with  the  rate  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  \/ales  of  11.2.  As  in  previous  years  the 
major  causes  of  death  were  the  degenerative  and  the  malignant 
diseases  particularly  cardio-vascular  disease  v;hich  v/as  the 
largest  single  cause  of  death. 

The  falling  trend  in  the  birth  rate  continued  with  a drop 
from  15.4  live  births  per  1,000  population  in  I966  to  12,3  in  196? 
This  is  in  line  with  the  national  trend  and  is  no  doubt  associated 
with  the  availability  of  more  effective  forms  of  contraception. 

The  biennial  epidemic  of  measles  led  to  563  cases  of  the 
disease  being  notified  in  196?  compared  with  307  in  I966.  This 
disease  causes  a great  deal  of  ill  health  amongst  young  children 
and  an  effective  vaccine  has  recently  become  available  which  at 
the  time  of  writing  is  being  offered  to  all  children  in  the  age 
group  4-7  years,  who  have  not  already  had  the  disease,  in  the 
hope  of  preventing  the  next  epidemic,  which  is  due  in  1969* 

As  in  previous  years  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  many  people, 
both  within  the  Public  Health  Department  and  in  other  agencies, 
without  whose  co-operation  the  work  of  the  Department  would  have 
been  impossible.  Finally  I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  you  Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  for  the  interest  you 
have  taken  in  the  v/ork  of  the  Department  throughout  the  year  and 
for  all  the  help  and  consideration  you  have  given  to  myself  and 
my  staff,

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Rural  District  has  3 Parishes,  Elstree,  Shenley  and 
Ridge . 

The  Parish  of  Ridge  and  a small  part  of  Elstree  Parish 
is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  Parish  of  Shenley  and  the  rest  of  Elstree  Parish  is 
supplied  with  v/ater  by  the  Colne  Valley  V/ater  Company. 

I am  indebted  to  the  above-mentioned  companies  for  the 
following  information  regarding  the  water  supplied  to  the 
district . 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

2.  732  samples  of  raw  water  v;ere  submitted  to  bacterioligical 

r examination.  The  results  were  variable. 

2664  samples  of  supply  water  were  submitted  to 
bacteriological  examination.  The  results  were  satisfactory. 

366  samples  of  raw  water  v;ere  examined  chemically.  The 
results  v;ere  variable. 

655  samples  of  supply  vrater  were  examined  chemically. 

The  results  were  satisfactory. 

3»  In  each  of  the  routine  chemical  analyses  referred  to 

above,  lead  was  absent,  and,  as  a consequence  of  a 
circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Hoxising  and  Local 
Government  relating  to  the  subject  of  lead  in  drinking 
water,  in  November  I967  three  seimples  were  examined 
from  houses  in  the  area  served  by  the  Elstree  Rural 
District  Council  which  are  supplied  by  this  Company. 

In  each  case,  the  sample  v;as  taken  after  the  water 
had  stood  in  the  lead  service  pipe  for  about  7 to  8 
hoTors.  The  concentration  of  lead  in  these  samples 
varied  from  0.01  to  0.3  Ppm*  which  was  satisfactory. 

4.  Before  distribv ';ir  n,  the  raw  v/ater  is  chlorinated 

and  partially  dechlorinated.  Part  of  the  supply  is 
filtered  and  part  is  partially  softened. 

All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  v/ith  the 
exception  of  one  isolated  house  in  the  Parish  of  Ridge, 
which  has  a v/ater  supply  from  a private  v/ell. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  less  than 
0.1  part  per  million.  The  Council  has  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health  to  reqirLre  the  addition  of  fluoride 
to  drinking  v/ater  throughout  the  country  where  the 
naturally  occurring  amount  is  insufficient.

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SWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  main  centres  of  population  in  the  district  are  served 
by  drains  connected  to  the  trunk  sewer  of  the  South-West  Herts  Main 
Drainage  Authority,  the  sewage  being  treated  at  Rickmansworth.  There 
are  small  treatment  works  within  the  district  at  Catherine  Bo\irne  and 
Bell  Lane,  Shenley  and  at  Watford  Road,  Elstree.

The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  without  water-closets 
has  novr  been  reduced  to  2,  and  efforts  are  continuing  to  persuade  the 
owners  of  these  properties  to  provide  improved  sanitary  facilities. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  the  whole  of  the 
District  by  the  Council's  ov;n  staff  (under  the  control  of  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor) , and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on 
the  site  of  the  disused  sewage  works  at  Moor  Mills,  Park  Street, 
Nr.St.Albane.

There  are  no  public  sv/imming  pools  in  the  Elstree 
Rural  District,  A large  public  swimming  pool  is  in  the  course  of 
construction  and  vjill  be  opened  in  I968. 


CLEAN  AIR 


The  area  between  the  Barnet-By-Pass  and  Furzehill  Road, 
from  Shenley  Road  and  Elstree  V/ay,  south\crds  to  the  district  boundary 
is  subject  to  Smoke  Control.  This  includes  most  of  the  industrial 
area  and  a large  part  of  the  residential  area  of  Borehamwood.

During  the  year  investigations  and  treatment  for  rats 
and  mice  was  carried  out  at  315  premises.

5 applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year.  They  were  all  in  respect  of  premises  which 
have  since  been  the  subject  of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  19^8  and  I95I 

It  was  not  necessary  during  the  year  to  use  the  powers  given 
to  remove  elderly  or  infirm  persons  who  require  care  and  attention 
but  are  unwilling  voluntarily  to  enter  hospital. 

Visits  are  made  from  time  to  time  on  two  elderly  women  each 
of  whom  lives  alone  and  has  been  in  hospital  for  a period  under 
Orders  made  for  their  care.  V/ith  home  niirsing,  meals  on  wheels 
and  the  Home  Help  Service  they  manage  reasonably  well. 

REGISTERED  COM'iON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  the  area,
